prisonment or even to the Eefdrm School. 
And he dwelt particularly upon the fact 
that children of Catholic, parents, when 
sent to the Reform School, were doubly 
punished, because they were not only sent 
away from their parents and homes, bul 
placed for education till 'their majority, 
inder protestanf tuition which of itself 
ought to be sufficient inducement for Catho- 
lic parents to guard against infractions oJ 
the law by ilitir children, especially. 


The remarks of the Judge were timely 


and we hope may prove beneficial as a pre- 
ventative to juvenile crime.
